THE TRUANT OFFICER. 


Whut This Functlnimry In Doing and Hat 


Done. 


It was under n recent law of tbe general 


assembly that Truant Officer R H Johnson 
was appointed by the school board at a ses- 
sion a few weeks ago 
His duties are to 


see that every child In the city between the 
ages of 11 and 14 is in the public schools at 
least H> weeks in the 3ear, and thai every 
child ovei 11 who stays out has th( eonsent 
of its parents lor •>» doing 
If a child is 


not in school soon aftei the truant officer 
notifies it and its parents that it must be 
theie, the oflicer can arrest both child and 
the parent, and flue and imprison them. 


As jet Mr. lohnson has not had occasion 


to arrest any one. 
But a single family has 


been found that sbjected senouslj to sending 
its children 
That erne at first declared its 


intention ol ignoi ing the law and the oflicer, 
but a few words about the penalties prov i 
d€il for such people, changed its mind, and 
the two children were leluctantly sent to 
school. 'Ihe onlj reason for keeping them 
out was general worthlessness 
it was too 


much tiouWe to get the children ready. 


Mr. Johnson has visited all the families 


that weie reported to him as having child- 
ren who should be in school but were not 
He- found m those families
